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Pus Miceli join 33 other Massachusetts legislators

-iBOSTON - Two local legislators join the 
House Republican Caucus and _ seven 
Democratic members in passing a resolution 
aimed at reuniting Connecticut teenager 
Justina Pelletier, 15, with her parents and out 
‘of the custody of Massachusetts’ Department 
of Children and Family (DCF). 

Jim Lyons, R, and Jim Miceli, D, both signed 
a resolution last week “Acknowledging serious 
concerns regarding DCF's handling of the 
Justina Pelletier Case.” 

_ “What is happening in this case is absolutely 
one of the most alarming things that I've ever 
seen,” said Representative Jim Lyons. “It is an 
outrage what is going on. It should alarm 
every parent in Massachusetts.” 

: “These parents have been examined back- 
brad and forward, no one found anything 
wrong. Justina belongs with her parents,” said 
Representative Jim Miceli. “I just don’t agree 
with the judge’s decision. The state has 
enough problems; it can’t seem to manage 
that department (DCF) at all. The parents will 
have her best interests at heart. They can 
choose the hospitals and care that best match- 
ps their daughter’s needs.” 


{ Justina Pelletier was diagnosed with mito- , 


bhondrial disease by Tufts Medical Center and 
was receiving treatment for that condition, 
when a trip to Boston Children's Hospital 
promured DCF intervention. 


pa to Lyons, who has spoken with Lou _ 


and Linda Pelletier on multiple occasions, 
Justina was taken to Tufts in February 2013 
when she came down with flu-like symptoms, 
but her physician had recently relocated to 
Boston Children's Hospital. Justina was trans- 
ported via ambulance to Children's but upon 
arrival never saw her own doctor, instead 
another doctor determined that her condition 
was psychological in nature and began taking 
her off all medications. The parents decided 
they wanted to halt Children's interventions 
and take her back to Tufts Medical Center for 
treatment. At this point security guards 
allegedly intervened, Justina was taken into 
custody by Children's and DCF, and a gag 
order was put. in place on the case. Lyons 
states that Lou Pelletier was threatened with 
arrest as well. Pelletier broke the gag order in 
recent weeks as the Massachusetts court sys- 
tem has denied returning Justina to her par- 
ents' care, as recently as last week. 

“T'm pleased to see that with every day that 
passes, more of our colleagues agree that it's 
time for Justina to go home,” remarked 
Representative Lombardo, who co-sponsored 
the resolution with Lyons. 

“We urge the public to continue to reach out 
to the Governor and end this travesty before it 
is too late,” said Representative Lyons. 

Lyons said that initally most legislators and 
media outlets have asked, what's missing? For 
this level of intervention by the state, there 
must be additional details about the Pelletiers 
not privy to the public to justify the actions 
taken by Children's and DCF.

Lyons says that's not the case. In fact, the 
Pelletiers have an older daughter, Jessica, that 
also had mitochondrial disease and when she 
was sixteen years old the parents had to fight 
to get help for that child. They have two more 
older daughters as well. 

“This judge has now set a new standard in 
Massachusetts; if you get angry at a medical 
facility who takes your child for 14 months, 
we're going to show you...we're going to make 
sure you don't get your child back,” said 
Lyons. 

Lyons, Lombardo, and other legislators have 
called on the Chairman of the House 
Committee on Post Audit and Oversight to con- 
vene an investigation into the amount of tax- 
payer dollars that have been spent on the 
Justina Pelletier case since the state first 
intervened over fourteen months ago. . 

Lyons asks, “Does DCF have a blank check 
in this case? It is time that we as legislators 
know how much money is being spent on the 
Pelletier matter.” 

Lombardo said, “The administration has 
indicated that DCF lacks the resources neces- 
sary to carry out their duties. If this is true, 
why is DCF spending what appears to be end- 
less amounts of money fighting to keep a lov- 
ing family and their daughter apart? With 
over 130 children under DCF care currently 
missing, it might be time for DCF to reevalu- 
ate their priorities."

Leiter sisters legacy more than scholarships: 


Whitefield School connection

‘WILMINGTON - Teachers are known for reaching into the 
future. Long after their passing, two Wilmington teachers are 
continuing to provide for education of Wilmington’s young. . 

The Leiter sisters include Lena, Loddy Weisberg, and Pauline 
Cola, taught many generations 
of Wilmington children. Last 
month, it was announced that 
a scholarship fund established 
under the estates of Lena 
Leiter and Loddy Weisberg has 
a substantial endowment. 

The Leiter sisters grew up on 
Salem Street, near the 
Tewksbury line. Their father, 
Abraham, born in Russia 
about 1884, was a junk collec- 
tor. He would call out, “rags, | 
rags,” as he. drove his wagon 


through the streets of & ae 
Wilmington with a large draft Loddy Leiter Weisberg 
horse. 


The Leiters had three daughters and one son. The daughters 
all went to Lowell State Teachers’ College and became elemen- 
tary school teachers in Wilmington. They attended college in 
an era when tuition at a state college was about $200 a year. 
Educating three students for four years would total less than 
$3000 


When they began teaching about 1950, a teacher’s salary was 
in the vicinity of $2000-$2400 a year. 

Figures given in a. recent school committee meeting put the 
Leiter-Weisberg endowment at nearly $400,000. 

Additionally, there is a Loddy Weisberg Endowment at the 
University of Mass. - Lowell, the successor to Lowell State, for 
a scholarship for graduate students going into elementary edu- 
cation. 

Lena Leiter was the essayist in the Class of 1945 at 
Wilmington High School. In her graduation essay, she wrote 
about war, the destroyer of man’s ideals. This essay was writ- 
ten just as World War II was ending in Europe, and it was prob- 
ably completed before the world learned of the horrors of the 
Nazi concentration camps. 

Lena began her career in 1949, teaching first grade at the 


Whitefield School. She later taught at the Wildwood School.- » 

The 1949 Wilmington High School yearbook said Loddy would 
be remembered for her marvelous performances in school 
plays. She graduated from college in 1953 and began teaching 
third grade at the East Wilmington Betterment Association 
Hall on Lowell Street, which was being used as a one-room 
school. When the Wildwood School opened a year later,: sca 
beni there. 

Their sister Pauline tegen 
teaching fourth grade at? the 
Center School, and then’ fifth 
grade at the Swain School. ‘She 
then became a special edu¢ation 
teacher there for many years! ! 

Lena Leiter died in 1989, Heaay 
Weisberg in 2010. 

The Leiters were one of vevldral 
Jewish families who settledyin 
§ the Salem’ Street area in~both 
4 Wilmington and Tewksbury. 
There was a synagogue, Temple 
Shalom, near Cunningham 
Street. The congregation “dis- 
banded many years ago after 
they were unable to raise a minion, the minimum number of 
males needed for a service. The building is now a private home. 

There was also a Jewish bakery on Salem Street, nearly i 
site the Leiter home. 

When his daughters began their teaching careers, Abraham 
Leiter insisted that they get a truck, instead of a car. Lena 
would drive her sisters to school every day in their tan 
Studebaker pickup truck, which would then be parked in front 
of the Whitefield School. 

Mr. Leiter built a small warehouse near his home on Salerh 
Street. It was in an area where the land had been divided into 
50-foot houselots. A decade after he died, a developer from 
Winchester bought some small houselots in the area. When he 
had the lots surveyed, he discovered that the warehouse was 
nine feet onto his property. He painted a stripe on the ware- 
house, marking his claimed property line. The matter:went 
before the Board of Appeals, and was eventually settled by 
means of a property swap. > 

The warehouse is long-since torn down, and there is now a 
house on the site.

Resident concerned 
about leaning pole

“WILMINGTON - An 
Adams Street resident who 
raised safety concerns about 
a leaning Verizon pole last 
year is still waiting for the 
installation of an anchor to 
Sectre the structure. 

; Verizon Pole #36VZ 1, says 
Bill. -Walsh, of 7 Adams 
Street, is “leaning signifi- 
gantly from the vertical 
plain,” 

“Walsh believes the utility 
polé “is a safety hazard, not 
only to the residents, but 
also to the Wilmington High 
School students and faculty 
as well as their friends and 
families. Adams Street is a 
major artery during the 
morning and afternoon for 
the students and buses.” 
Walsh initially contacted 
Verizon a year ago and had 
an: onsite visit from Verizon 
engineer Sue Cook, who con- 
firmed that the pole needs 
an-anchor and that Verizon 
would take care of it. The 
pole is not the responsibility 
of ;Reading Municipal Light 
Department. 
yWalsh says he made sever- 
alifollow up calls over the 
summer of 2013, issued a 
complaint with Verizon on 
September 6, and later 
spoke to another Verizon 
representative from 
September 13 to December 
177without any resolution. 
‘“Dhee Town Crier reached 


out. to Verizon aholit, the 
matter and spoke with Phil 
Santoro, a spokesman for 


the organization, who stated ° 


the pole is not a danger to 
the public. 

“Verizon is working with 
Town of Wilmington officials 
and the adjoining homeown- 
ers to determine a suitable 
location for the anchor. In 
the meantime, although the 
pole is leaning it does not 
pose a safety hazard. The 
anchor will prevent the pole 
from leaning any further in 


the future,” said Phil 
Santoro, spokesman for 
Verizon. , 


Santoro. was not able to 
announce a timeline for the 
repair however. 

Assistant Town Manager 
Kendra Amaral explained 
that the town did refer the 
matter to Verizon. The town 
does not have regulatory 
authority to intervene with 
the placement of anchors. 

Santoro stated that anyone 
with questions about a pole 
or any other question con- 
cerning Verizon “can call us 
at 1-800 VERIZON.”

Historical Commission: 


Save $150K - defeat Article 
26 at Town Meeting 


Dear Editor, 

The Wilmington Historical Commission would like to 
address the potential demolition of the Whitefield School 
in’ North Wilmington. The Board of Selectman made a 
decision to move forward with the demolition of the school 
with no notice to or consideration of the Commission. 

The Whitefield School was completed in 1904 and was one 
of the first multi-room schoolhouses built in Wilmington. 
The building is a Colonial Revival-style, wood frame ele- 
mentary school sitting atop a four-foot high fieldstone 
foundation. The front of the building features a two-story 
pavilion paired with wooden Doric columns. In its heyday, 
it was considered a progressive structure. For example, 
the location of the classrooms in the front of the building” 
allowed for use of the natural sunlight - a feature utilized 


Boston and its suburbs. He designed the Whitefield School 
and the Masonic Lodge further west on Church Street. The 
Whitefield School was named for the Reverend George 
Whitefield, an English Anglican preacher who helped 
spread the Great Awakening in Britain and in the 
American colonies. His significance is recognized in many 
history books alongside that of George Washington, 
Benjamin Franklin and other founding fathers. He pur- 
portedly preached to native Wilmington residents under- 
néath a giant elm tree that stood across from the location 
of the school. Later coined the Whitefield Elm, it is the 
focal point of Wilmington's town seal. The Whitefield 
School is a significant contribution to the Town's history. 
Fhe Historical Commission took an oath to preserve and 
protect the history and historical resources of Wilmington. 
Its members seek to defeat Article 26 at Town Meeting in 
its current form and, instead, modify the Article so that 
the Commission is given ample time to uncover alterna- 
tives to demolition. The Commission has a strong track 
record of working with the Town, our legislature and 
preservation organizations to secure preservation funds, 
and has consistently done so in a fiscally responsible man- 
ner. The Board of Selectmen, with the exception of one 
member, requested that Article 26 be included on the war- 
rant this year with no notice to or consideration of the 
Historical Commission's obligations. The majority of the 
Board has denied the Commission's requests for addition- 
al time, and is insistent that the taxpayers vote at Town

regarding expenditures by the Wilmington Historical 
Commission. It was stated by Selectman Newhouse that the 
Wilmington Historical Commission has put the Town of 
Wilmington “in hock for $650,000” for the Butters Farm. 
This is simply NOT TRUE. The Wilmington Historical 
Commission has always been fiscally responsible. The 
Historical Commission worked hard to educate the town as 
to the importance of saving this First Period Landmark. At 
Town Meeting the citizens of Wilmington supported our 
campaign by overwhelmingly voting $450,000 to purchase the 
Butters Farm. This money was never spent. The town 
money was never used primarily due to the support of 
Representative Jim Miceli, who also recognized the impor- 
tance of saving our history, and worked with State Senator 
Bruce Tarr to acquire a grant from the State Legislature for 
the $450,000. This money was used instead of the taxpayers’ 
voted funds to purchase the property—a major savings to 
Wilmington’s treasury. 

In addition to this first grant, the Wilmington Historical 
Commission raised the following through grants: a 
Massachusetts Historical Commission Emergency Grant for 
$70,000,..a Massachusetts Historical Commission 
Construction Grant for $46,700.00; and a Massachusetts 
Historical Commission Construction Grant for $8,000.00. 
Through fundraising and donations we raised another 
$18,366.00; and a large portion of our F/Y 2010, 2011, and 2012 
[budgets] have been used to support our efforts at the

It should also be noted that our Town Manager wished to 
put a Warrant Article in to do a complete assessment of all 


Town owned buildings. Instead of throwing out hypotheti¢al 
amounts of money “two to three million dollars to rehab that 
building” (says who???) At least a study would give some 
solid answers across the board. His Warrant Article was-to 
be for $150,000 to do this study, instead he withdrew it for a 
Warrant Article for the same $150,000 to destroy. the 
Whitefield School. Why? What is the rush to destroy 
Wilmington’s History? Again, the Wilmington Historical 
Commission deserves the opportunity to do its study at no 
cost to the town. There are uses perhaps a community, cen- 
ter? medical/office? residential condos?

Meeting to allocate $150,000 to demolish the school. By vot- 
ing against Article 26 at Town Meeting in its current form, 
the taxpayers will save $150,000 and will allow the 
Commission the opportunity to explore alternatives to 
demolition.

I also 
wish to include the volunteer work by Patrick MacCorkle of 
Troop 56 who worked on landscaping the Butters Farm as an 
Eagle Scout Project. There is still work to be done, and the 
Wilmington Historical Commission is reviewing the interior 
needs, and will, in all probability, continue to seek grants to 
continue work. 


Andover sold one of its administrative office buildings to a 
developer who rehabilitated the structure and then leased 
itsback to the town thereby relinquishing the town from 
having to pay for maintenance and upkeep of the building. 
The Town of Wilmington could also retain ownership of the 
playing fields and acerage behind the Whitefield. 

‘The Commission's request is simple, cost-effective and 
reasonable: delay demolishing the Whitefield, allow the 
Commission additional time to find preservation and/or 
private funds to revitalize the building, and save the tax- 
payers $150,000. The Commission appreciates your antici- 
pated support at this year's Town Meeting. Thank you, in 
advance, for your endorsement.’

Kim earned her stripes for compassion very early in life at

raised by two blind loving parents who met at the Perkins 

7 School for the Blind. The middle child in her family of five,

| + dation for her deep ability to give. At fifteen, while in high 

| 4School she met Lou, her husband, and they built a happy life 

together for themselves and their son, Tim, in Wilmington. 

Lou recalls Kim's yearbook quote, "it's nice to be important, 

but more important to be nice" as the true meaning behind 

how she lived her life and the strong community relation- 
ships that were so fulfilling for her. 

Influenced by her mother's genuine manner of giving love 
and understanding, Kim empathized deeply with others. A 
high school teacher also taught her to look deeply at herself 
and see how she could help someone else, which Kim 
embraced, celebrating living through her limitless ability to 
give. 

How many of us wake each morning with the mission of 
helping people, every single day? Kim did. She felt it was a 


priority to know and help people in Wilmington. Her deeds 
included helping seniors rake lawns and shovel snow. Her 
daily actions became a lesson for Lou, whom she frequently 
told, "don't let the world change your smile, change the 
world with your smile." Something so simple gave Kim deep ~ 
satisfaction and a command of her life. We were the lucky 
recipients of that big warm smile. 


An angel of energy, Kim was as busy as all of us with her 
work, home, family, her love of the gym and her plan to 
attend graduate school and she used these activities to help 
others. As a math professor at Middlesex Community 
College, Kim took students under her wing and taught them 
to overcome their challenges. 

Lou's Mom says "the day you are born, the day you die, it 
is all written in the book." As we struggle to make sense of 
our loss of Kim and the goodness she bestowed on us, Lou 
asks "for people to be like Kim and walk in her footsteps." 
Her family keeps her memory alive through the Miles of 
Smiles Scholarship at Middlesex College. 

Years ago, as an anniversary gift, Lou tried hard to give 
Kim a replacement diamond. After numerous refusals for 
the grander ring, Kim just sat down and cried. Asked what 
was so wrong, Kim replied, "I don't want a ring, all I really 
want is a hug." This shows the quality of Kim's clean heart 
and what was truly important to her. Let us remember her 
today in our hearts as we come together to celebrate her life, 
generosity, and kind spirit.

Fe ventually, spring will arrive. 

.§ ¥ , Flowers will bloom, new grass will 

grow. The outdoors will look fresh 
and new once again. It’s a great time for a 
(thorough spring cleaning in the home - to 
remove all the overwhelming debris that has 
accumulated over the long winter months. 
Free: yourself from clutter - you deserve 
‘serenity indoors and out. 
. Why does clutter accumulate? 
Organizational experts believe we acquire 
toe .much stuff and then we don’t know 
‘where to put it all. 

Children’s rooms, home offices, ‘kitchens, 
attics, and garages can all become clutter 
hot spots, eventually leading to frustration, 
embarrassment, and even safety issues.

Next, 
clear your office desk and kitchen counter. 
Turn those unsightly paper piles (receipts, 
etc.) into digital files with Neat Desk’s 
Receipts Mobile Scanner and Digital Filing 
System. For items that must be -kept in 
hard-copy form, head to The Container 
Store, Staples, Target, or the dollar store for 
filing systems, baskets, and bins. If you 
have to keep it, keep it in something pretty. 
Hide your mess in plain sight. 


4. Family organization. Doctor 
appointments, after-school activities, gro- 
cery lists, meals, and chores - reduce chaos 
with the popular and free app, Cozi 
(Cozi.com.) The entire family can be 
synced and no one can blame you for forget- 
ting that fieldtrip permission slip. 
Minimize paper bills with the free and 
unlimited document-storage feature on 
Manilla.com. Manage your finances, utili- 


ties, and other accounts in one place. 


5. HGTV offered an interesting solution to 
household clutter: “Looking for a model of a 
well-organized home? Head back to pre- 
school!” This concept involves the cre- 
ation of learning “centers” to keep rooms 
organized. In preschool, a learning center is 


a self-contained section of the classroom for 
learning activities. This ties into the previ- 
ously mentioned idea of giving everything a 


“home.” Bookshelves - and’ numerous 
labeled containers are clearly defined. 
Children may be the most receptive to this 
as it is common practice in school to put all 
materials away neatly before starting a new 
task. Create centers in a child’s room, for 
books; toys,’and crafts: An‘additional center 
can be labeled for items that remain in the 
living room but need to be. put away before 
bedtime.

Why 
store garments that are uncomfortable or no 
longer fit? Reevaluate purses, shoes, suit- 
cases, and jewelry. Unless you own a time 
machine, you cannot make it current again; 
it’s time has passed. Then ask yourself 
what’s lurking in the deep, dark, recesses of 
your attic.

8. Garage - Discard old paint, gas con- 
tainers, old garbage cans, rusty tools, tacky 
yatd ornaments, and broken Christmas 
lights. .-Maybe you’ll find that missing lad- 
der so you can get up on the roof for that 
lonely Frisbee. Or the cat. Once you purge 
old and expired materials, you will be sur- 
prised with how much space you really have. 
Remember, the key is to toss old and 
unwanted items, not just rearrange them. ‘ 


9.Once you discover this newly acquired 
space, enjoy it. Resist the temptation ‘to 
fill the space with something else. When 
you’re shopping, ask yourself, “Do I want it 
or do I need it?” Be honest with yourself. 
Don’t undo all your hard work.

after shootout 


Boston, MA - In recent 
weeks, some controversy 
has been raised about when 
the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation knew the iden- 
tities of the Boston 
Marathon bombing suspects. 
Speculation that the FBI 
knew the Tsarnaevs and 
were surveilling the brothers 
prior to the shooting of 
Wilmington native and 
M.LT. police officer Sean 
Collier has emerged, beg- 
ging the question, was 
Officer Collier’s death pre- 
ventable? 

Boston’s Fox 25 news chan- 
nel reported that U.S. 
Senator Chuck Grassley 
raised concerns that the FBI 
was aware of the Tsarnaevs, 


but did not act early enough. 


Law enforcement. officials 
released a-strongly worded 
statement late. last week 
refuting Grassley’s accusa- 
tions. 

“To be absolutely clear: 
No one was surveilling the 


Tsarnaevs and they were not : 


identified until after the 
shootout. Any claims to the 
contrary are false,” say offi- 
cials in a statement. 

Special Agent in Charge of 
the Boston Division, Vincent 
Lisi, Colonel Timothy Alben 
of the Massachusetts State 
Police, and Commissioner 
Edward Davis of the Boston 
Police also stated in their 
statement that, “Members of 
the Joint Terrorism Task 


“Force did not know their 


[Tsarnaev brothers] identi- 
ties until shortly after 
Tamerlan Tsarnaev’s death 
when they fingerprinted his 
corpse.” 

“Nor did the Joint 
Terrorism Task Force have 
the Tsarnaevs under surveil- 
lance at any time after the 
Assessment of Tamerlan 
Tsarnaev was closed in 2011. 

“The Joint Terrorism Task 
Force was at M.I.T., located 
in Cambridge, MA, on April 
18, 2013, on a matter unrelat- 
ed to the Tsarnaev brothers. 
Additionally, the Tsarnaev 
brothers were never sources 
for the FBI nor did the FBI 


‘attempt to recruit them as 


sources.” 

According to Fox 25 News, 
the FBI was looking at some 
M.I.T. students as_ possible 
suspects at the time. 

There has been recent 
reporting relating to 
whether or not the FBI, 
Boston Police, 
Massachusetts State Police 
or other members of the 
Joint Terrorism Task Force 
knew the identities of the 
bombers before the shootout 
with the alleged marathon 
bombing suspects, and were 
conducting physical surveil- 
lance of them on April 18, 
2013. These claims have 
been repeatedly refuted by 
the FBI, Boston Police, and 
Massachusetts State Police.

After roadblocks, Sutton Brook 
aims for spring cleaning

” Exactly when the clean up 
begitis, though, remains 
unieléar. Don McElroy, the 
EPA”: project manager 
assigned to direct the Sutton 
Brook. site, said that every- 
thing right now is in “real 
time.” 

“€)’ expect to have a black 
and white answer...within a 
week and a half, maybe two 
weeks on the outside,” said 
McElroy. 

“The Sutton Brook 
Superfund site located off 
South” Street, formerly 
ReGeo’s Landfill, operated 
from 1957 until 1988. Drums 
and contaminated soil were 


removed from the site from 
2000 through 2002. Crews 
conducted site investiga- 
tions and remedy evalua- 
tions from 2004 through 2007. 
The remedial design project 
began in 2010 and was com- 
pleted in 2013. Capping 
efforts were supposed to 
begin in September 2013. 

Initial EPA plans indicated 
excavation would have 
begun in fall 2013, a southern 
lobe vertical barrier would 
be in-place by 2014, and a 
northern lobe vertical barri- 
er would complete the proj- 
ect in 2015. That timeline is 
off, due to the delays, but 
how far off is not yet known. 
In an email to the Town 
Crier last fall, McElroy stat- 
ed that the project aims to 
catch up by the end of 2014. 

Access issues to the site 
delayed typical planning 
procedures for about six 
months. In big construction 
projects, officials reach out 
to “a number of subcontrac- 
tors and rent” equipment 
and other materials. This 
process, McElroy said, was 
sidetracked since the EPA 
could not get to the site. 

“IT don’t expect that plan- 
ning process to go on forever 
by any stretch,” he said. 

One of the access points to 
the site ran _ through 
Krochmal Farm, and Jenny 


Nagle, one of the owners, 
explained that, the farm 
wanted the EPA to agree to 
clean the road that runs 
from South Street through 
the property. Nagle says 
trash from the landfill often 
toppled onto the access 
road, which also affords the 
farm access to pastures on 
Wilmington land. 

“We went back and forth 
with them for quite a while,” 
said Nagle. 

Ultimately, cleaning up the 
road wasn’t within the scope 
of work the EPA could per- 
form. So, three weeks ago, 
Krochmal gave them access. 

“We want the cap done just 
as much as everyone else,” 
she said. 

McElroy mentioned con- 
cerns about truck traffic, 
and, recalling the meeting 
about the cleanup held last 
summer, he said that they’re 
going to send out notifica- 
tions about the project. 

“T still anticipate that hap- 
pening,” he said. “I envision 
that we’ll work with the 
town.” He said they would 
put notices online as well. 

“We'll be working to get 
messages out, essentially in 
real time,” he said. “That 
has not been forgotten 
about.” 

“Activities won’t start by 
surprise,” he added.

He said they saw eight inches of water at 
the Brown Street Bridge, near Brown Street 
and Whipple Road, but, other than that, they 
were in good shape.

You have proba- 
bly seen Welch running back 
and forth at Wildcats foot- 
ball games and other events 
making sure that everything 
is running smoothly at every 
Wilmington High home 
game.

TEWKSBURY --Not even 
frigid air and driving rain 
were enough to keep the peo- 
ple of Tewksbury from rally- 
ing together in support of a 
good cause.

« This outpouring of Be 
from the community was not 
lost on race organizer 
Jordan Russell, who was 
effusive in her praise for the 
people, Tewksbury-native 
and otherwise, who braved 
the elements to participate. 

: “I think for what we were 
given, it went great,” 
Russell said. “It was truly 
phenomenal to see how 
many people still came out, 
in spite of the weather.” 

’ The race was created five 
years ago to honor the mem- 
ory of fallen Tewksbury teen 
Meghan McCarthy. 
McCarthy succumbed to a 
brain tumor in 2010, leaving 
a hole in the lives of her 
family and friends. All pro- 
ceeds from the race are con- 
tributed to fund cancer 
research at the Dana Farber 
Institute, and provide sup- 
port to the Flying Henry’s 
charity bike team. 

Meghan’s mother, Lee, was 
overwhelmed by the strong 
showing even against the 
weather. For Lee, it was a 
reminder of just how impor- 


_ tant Meghan was to the town 


of Tewksbury. Even years 
after her passing, Meghan 
continues to shape and 
empower the people of 
Tewksbury. 

“Meghan had a real impact 
on_ this community,” Lee 
said. “She brought this com- 
munity together, and by 
coming to her race, the town 
can remind themselves of 
just how much good they’ve 
done.” 

Since its inception, the 5K 
race has continued to grow 


and evolve, this year featur- 


ing donated assistance from 
Racewire.com and FM 
Radio Station 103.3. While 
the weather put a damper on 
the hoped for day-of regis- 
trations, pre-registration 
still accounted for over three 
hundred sign-ups. 


But in spite of its evolution, © 


the race remains firmly 
rooted in Tewksbury. Even 
years later, the crowd of rac- 
ers was still packed with 
teachers, coaches, and 
friends of Meghan and the

So many people were on 
hand to support the cause 
and of course remember 
their dear friend. 

“I knew Meghan when she 
was at the Ryan School in 
the fifth grade,” said 
Gretchen Martel. “I think 
it’s good for kids to see that 
through difficult and tough 
times, something positive 
can come out of it. 
Supporting Meghan’s family 
and friends, fund-raising, 
those are great things.” 

Fellow Ryan _ School 
teacher Nicole Zwirek con- 
curred with Martel about 
what an inspiring sight the 
race continued to be. 

“What I love about the race 
is just the community com- 
ing out to remember 
Meghan,” Zwirek said. “She 
was such a great kid, and 
her family is so supportive 
of everyone doing the race. 
It’s great that we’re out here 
to remember an amazing 
kid and her family who sup- 
port the town in so many 
other aspects.” 

That community sense was 
pervasive throughout the 
entire race experience. 
Walking into the high school, 
racers were greeted with 
poster boards filled with 
photo collages of Meghan, 
not to mention happy wel- 
comes from Lee McCarthy. 
As always, Lee is a constant 
presence of warmth and 
gratitude, brightening up 
even the coldest, wettest 
runner. 

“There are so many loyal, 
faithful people who come 
every year,” Lee said. 
“Meghan had such a great 
group of friends and sup- 
porters, and it’s always won- 
derful to see them.” 

That same spirit of com- 
munity was present even in 
the final results. This year’s 
race was won by Michael 
Cusson, a Chelmsford resi- 
dent who finished with a 
final time of 19:43. Even 
though Cusson is not a 
Tewksbury native, the town 
and the cause played a 
major role in bringing him 
out on race day.

“I 
was his water boy when I 
was young and we have 
always had a great relation- 
ship. He was always a men- 
tor to me so it was great get- 
ting to play for him for a 
year.” 

Scurto’s football tutelage 
had actually begun much 
earlier, playing in Pop 
Warner under his father 
Mike. His dad, along with his 
mom Aileen and his brother 
Joseph, who attends 
Wilmington High, helped. lay 
the groundwork for his out- 
standing football career. 

“Even when my brother 
and I were younger we were 
always playing in the yard 
and helping each other get 
better,” Scurto said. “My 


parents played a huge role in 
my success. My dad was my 
coach in Pop Warner and 
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some of my fondest memo- 
ries are of playing for him. I 
just had a great childhood 
thanks to them.” . 

With Almeida preparing to 
leave Malden Catholic to 
move on to Stoneham follow- 
ing Scurto’s sophomore sea- 
son, Scurto decided to move 
on as well and chose Milton 
Academy for his next chal- 
lenge. 

“T really liked both the ath- 
letics and the academics,” 
said Scurto, who also plays 
baseball at Milton. “I visit- 
ed other schools, but I met 
coach (MacDonald) and it 
just felt like a great fit” 

Like most students trans- 
ferring to the academically 
rigorous Milton Academy, 
Scurto repeated his most 
recently completed high 
school year, in his case his 
sophomore year. It hardly 
mattered what year he was, 
however, as he earned his 
spot in the starting lineup by 
beating out, among others, 
Nick Bland, who moved to 
wide receiver for the 
Mustangs and is now playing 
at Cornell. 

“T was just trying to learn 
the plays and learn every- 
one’s name at the same 
time,” Scurto said. “It was a 
tough experience, but I grew 
from it and I think I earned 
everyone’s respect.” 

Scurto continued to earn 
that respect throughout his 
career, including in the final 
two games of this past sea- 
son, when unbeknownst to 
him or the coaching staff he 
was playing on a torn ACL. 
Despite what had to be 
tremendous pain, Scurto led 
is team to victory in both 
their rivalry game with 
Nobles & Greenough and the 
Flaherty Bowl over Dexter. 

“We did not know it was 
torn, but we knew he was 
injured,” MacDonald said. 
“T never thought he would 
get through the Nobles game 
(where he suffered the 
injury), but he did.

For his part, Scurto down- 
plays the injury, which he 
had surgery on in January. 
He has been rehabbing the 
knee and should be ready 
once the season gets under 
way in the fall. 

“It was not too painful. I 
thought maybe I had a 
sprained knee or some- 
thing,” Scurto said. 
“Obviously I could not run 
as well as usual, but I did 
not think much of it. I am 
glad I did not know what it 
was as the time, because I 
am not sure I would have 
played through it.” 

Not sure he would have 
played through it?

It’s that kind of toughness, 
along with his talent, that 
undoubtedly drew colleges 


like Amherst to have interest 
in Scurto. But MacDonald 
says \it was also his intelli- 
gence, which he shows both 
in the classroom and on the 
field, is another great asset 
as he moves forward. 

“He’s a very smart kid. By 
the end of the year, 60 to 70 
percent of our plays were 
audibles,” Macdonald said. 
“He is a very smart football 
player, one of the best I have 
coached. I have been coach- 
ing here since 1982 and I

MacDonald, who has 


coached numerous players 
who went on to play at Ivy 
League Schools, has little 
doubt that Scurto can trans- 
fer his skills to the college 
game at Amherst.

Kellie Mitchell certainly not short on inspiration and courage

TEWKSBURY -- When 
, Tewksbury’s Kellie Mitchell 
lines up with thousands of 
others for the 118th Boston 
Marathon on April 21st, she 
will be running first and 
foremost to raise money for 
Mass General Hospital’s 
cancer research programs, 
and specifically in honor of 
a four-year girl named 
; Annie who is battling cancer 
at MGH. 

But in fact, she will be run- 
ning for much more than 
just little Annie. She will 
also be running for her. own 
children, ranging in age 


from 9-15, who are both 
proud of their mom and 
seared for her at the same 
She will be running 


» time. 


Tewksbury resident Kellie Mitchell will be running in the 


for her husband Dennis, a 
paramedic who was working 
at last year’s marathon 
when the horrific bombings 
took place. She will be run- 
ning for everyone affected 
by. last year’s bombings, to 
show that terrorists cannot 
get the best of the good peo- 
ple in the world. 

And finally, she will even 
be running for herself, after 
overcoming her own cancer 
scare last summer when she 
was diagnosed with breast 
cancer. It’s likely there are 
not. many others at the 
marathon with so much to 
run for. 

“It’s going to be an emo- 
tional day,” Mitchell under- 
stated. “I just want to go out 
there and make it to the fin- 
ish line. There are a lot of 
reasons to run, but mostly 


118th annual Boston Marathon come April 21st. 
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it’s because we are hoping 
someday raise enough 
money to find a cure for can- 


‘cer. No kid should ever have 


to deal with something like 
that. It’s a privilege for me 
to run for these kids.” 

The 48-year old Mitchell, 
who has run Boston previ- 
ously, but not for the past 
five years, was _ initially 
motivated to run in this 
year’s race after the events 
of last year’s marathon 
when three . people were 
killed and hundreds were 
injured due to the bombing 
attack. 

“My first reaction: after 
that happened was that I 
was angry,” she said. “I was 
angry that somebody tried 
to taint the most historic 
marathon in the world,” 
Mitchell said. “I was angry 
that someone tried to hurt 
innocent people. I was 
angry that lay people were 
put in a situation where they 
were saving people’s lives.” 

Mitchell, a nurse at MGH 
since 1984 was able to appre- 
ciate her family’s safety 
once she was assured her 


husband was safe, but that 
did not diminish her desire 
to run. 

“Although I was thankful to 
be home with my kids, I felt 
helpless as a nurse,” 
Mitchell said. “I just said 


that even if I had to crawl, I - 


was going to run it this year. 
I was not going to let any- 
thing taint this marathon.” 
Mitchell received further 
motivation earlier this year 


* when she found out about lit- 


tle Annie, the adopted 
daughter of a colleague of 
hers at MGH. When. Annie 
was diagnosed. Mitchell 
wanted to help in anyway 
she could, and she dedicated 
her race and her fund rais- 
ing efforts to Annie. 

“My friend went through 
hell and high water to adopt 
Annie, and I just felt so sad 
for the both of them,” 
Mitchell said. “When I 
found out. that Annie had 
cancer I just decided that 
she would be the perfect per- 
son to run for.

Peterson’s emotions running high

WILMINGTON -- Standing 
at the finish line of last 
year’s Boston Marathon, 
Wilmington resident Tom 
Peterson saw firsthand the 
confusion, horror, and terror 
that overtook the grand 
event.

hers. Along with other Nova 
employees, Peterson alter- 
nates years when he runs 
the marathon and works in 
the tent. 

He can still recall the panic 
which gripped the finish line 


when the first bomb went 
off, and the paranoia and 
disinformation which settled 
onto Boston like a plague 
after the second bomb.

~ Stephen Bigelow, a senior out of Winchester will begin his 
final season for the University of Massachusetts at Amherst 
Minutemen track team this Saturday, April 5 at the Yellow 
J dcket Invitational at American International College in 
Springfield. Throughout his junior and senior years, Bigelow 
has become a highly decorated and versatile mem- 
: - ber: Of: the Men’s Indoor and Outdoor Track & 
Field teams, according to head coach Ken 
O'Brien. 

* *He’s been a star for four years 
for: us,” said O’Brien. “He’s 
one of those kids we spotted 
over the fence at states in 
high = school, , 
talked to him 
about: coming 
here, :and he’s 
been. a big part 
of our program 
ever since.” 

' Bigelow 
enjoyed a high 
level of success running indoor track during the winter of his 
: - junior year in 2013. He first broke onto the scene with a fourth 

- place finish in the high hurdles at the Northeastern Invitational. 
He followed up one week later in the prestigious Giegengack 
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Invitational at Yale University 
with a runner-up spot in the same 
event. 

Stephen capped a great final month of his junior sea- 
son by grabbing a fifth place finish in the high hurdles at 
the Atlantic 10 championships with his fastest time of the - 
year at 8.26. 

Bigelow enjoyed additional success during the outdoor 
track season during his junior year in 2013. 

At the opening Spring Meet, the AIC Invitational, he 
won the 110M High Hurdles in a time of 15.17. Two weeks 
later he broke the 15 second 
barrier at the Holy Cross 
Invitational in 14.97. 

During the middle of 
his season, Bigelow 
showed his versatility 
and leadership by adding 
the 4x100 Relay to his work- 
load, and finishing second 
in the high hurdle in 14.96 
at the UMass Invitational. 

In his first Outdoor 
Championship Meet as a 
junior, he surprised every- 
one by grabbing third place 
at the Atlantic 10 
Championship in Charlotte, NC in 14 7, This performance 
earned him All Atlantic 10 Honors and qualified him for the 
High Hurdles in the prestigious IC4A Championship Meet. 

His streak of success rolled along in to the winter of his sen- 
ior season, with O'Brien saying Stephen showed all the signs of 
a "veteran performer" heading into competitions. Bigelow, as 
Co-Captain for the team placed in the top four spots in every 
hurdle race through the team's early indoor meets. 

“He is very good as a co-captain, because he shows a lot of 
passion,” said O’Brien. “He has a never say die attitude. He 
knows the commitment required to succeed at this level, and he 
loves making that commitment. He shares that level of enthusi- 
asm with everyone in the program.” | 

Bigelow won the High Hurdles at the Giegengack Meet at 

Yale . University in 8.24, and followed that up at Harvard 
University with a second place finish against a tough field in 
8.27. He then "rode the excitement of his training and competi- 
tive growth," according to O'Brien, over the final two weeks of 
the season, grabbing a runner-up spot in the Atlantic 10 Meet. 
His 8.10 performance is recorded as the second fastest time in 
school history and secured All Atlantic 10 Conference Honors 
for himself. 
One week later, at the New 
’ England Championships he 
placed fifth, establishing a 
new school and _ personal 
record of 8.07, a performance 
that qualified him “for the 
IC4A Championships. 

The IC4A Meet is the 
largest Track Meet in the 
Country, featuring over 100 
Colleges, and nearly 800 ath- 
letes, with colleges from 
Maine to North Carolina 
(Duke University) and from 
Massachusetts to Indiana 
(Notre Dame). Bigelow rose 
to the occasion by completing 
the 60 meter hurdles in just 
8.15-seconds. The time placed 
him seventh in the event. 
Senior and fellow Co-Captain, 
Zack Hildenbrandt ran the 
500 meter dash in 1-minute, 
4.67-seconds. Hildenbrandt's 
time was just milliseconds 
away from cracking the top 
five times in program history 
and placed him 16 in a field of 
28 total competitors.

“300:RISE OF AN 
EMPIRE” 
GRADE: ** 


One would be hard-pressed 
to find a movie out right now 
that is a bigger spectacle than 
“300: Rise of an Empire.”. 

The picture is packed with 
vertiginous vistas of heaving 
seas and roiling storm clouds 
and landscapes of carnage 
and mayhem and_ blood. 
Above all, blood, gushing and 
geysering. 

All of it - seas and skies, 
guts and gore - is digitally 
rendered and therefore highly 
stylized as writer-producer 
Zack Snyder and director 
Noam Murro seek to expand 
upon and outdo what Snyder 
achieved in his breakout 2006 
blockbuster “300.” 

This film doesn’t feaure 
the relatively gore-free PG-13 
swordplay of “The Legend of 
Hercules” and “Pompeii,” this 
year’s earlier sword-and-san- 
dal wannabe epics. “Rise of 
an Empire” goes all out in 
every respect. It’s outrageous- 
ly and unapologetically exces- 
sive in its R-rated violence 
and achingly awful in its dia- 
logue. Sample line: “Today we 
will dance across the backs of 
dead Greeks. Today we deliv- 
er submission!” 

Inspired, as was “300,” by a 
graphic novel by Frank Miller, 
“Empire” takes place in 480 
B.C., the same time as the 
events in “300,” when Sparta’s 
King Leonidas (Gerard 
Butler) and his well-muscled 
band of 300 warriors were 
wiped out by Persian hordes. 
There is only slight overlap 
between “Empire” and “300” 
as Butler didn’t want to do the 
sequel. He appears only 
briefly in scenes lifted from 
“300,” and actors from the 
first picture, Rodrigo Santoro 
as the Persian god-king 
Xerxes and Lena Headey as 
Spartan Queen Gorgo, are 
very much secondary players 
this time around. 

“Rise of an Empire” is not 
great by any stretch of the 
imagination, but it’s very 
impressive in its single-mind- 
ed dedication to creating a 
moviegoing experience 
designed to totally engulf its 
audience. It’s absurd: but 
undeniably memorable.

* Not giving it enough time. Many people want to see imme- 
diate results when they begin a new exercise regimen. While 
such instant gratification is possible, it's foolish to expect to 
wake up and look in the mirror after a week's time and see a 
complete body transformation. Many health experts say a safe 
weight loss goal is one to two pounds each week. For each pound 
of fat to burn, you need to shed 3,500 calories weekly. Do this by 
exercising and reducing caloric intake. Don't give up prema- 
turely. After a few months your clothes may fit better and you 
can see a change in muscle tone and overall fitness.
